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AN OCEAN HORROR. 


TERRIBLE LOSS 
COLLISION 
OE LIFE BY 
AT SEA. 


T h e T h iu g v a lla a n d G eiser C ollid e,

N ew- T ork, A ugnst lGih.—The steam er 
\V ieland, 
of 
the 
Hamburg-Am erican 
steam ship line, has just brought the news 
of a collision off Sable Island between the 
Geiser and Thingvalla, of the Thingvalla 
line, w hich occurred at 4 o’clock on the 
m orning of August 14th. The Geiser sank 
in five m inutes after the collision, and 105 
persons were drowned. The Thingvalla 
was so disabled th at she had to put into 
H alifax efter transferring all her passengers 
to the W ieland. 
The Geiser had 86 passengers aboard, 72 
of whom were drowned, or killed in the 
collision, and 14 were first taken on the 
Thingvalla, and then on the W ieland. T oe 
Geiser’s crew num bered 50. 
Of these 17 
were saved, and 33 were drowned. Captain 
Moller was among those saved. 
The passengers of the Thingvalla, trans­ 
ferred to the W ieland, num bered 455. 


THE TERRIBLE COLLISION. 
The Geiser left this port August 11th, 
bound for Stettin. The Thingvalla was on 
her way to this city, and was advertised to reached their boats, but most of them were

a n o t h e r ' s 
e x p e r i e n c e . 
Dr. Agwein, of Copenhagen, a young 
dentist, who was on his way to Philadel­ 
phia to complete his studies, was amoDg 
the X bingvalla’s passengers. 
H e made the 
following statem ent to an Associated Press 
reporter: “ The voyage was uneventful un­ 
til early on Tuesday m orning. 
I had left 
my berth, and looking out saw there was a 
dense fog prevailing. 
I could hear our 
steam whistle blowing, but heard no other 
signals. 
It was exactly 4:30' o'clock when 
I was hurled to the floor of m y stateroom. 
There was a terrific crash, and I knew in ­ 
stantly that a collision had occurred. 
I 
ran 
to 
the 
deck, 
and 
found 
we 
had run into the steam ship Geiser. 
As 
I reached the deck the Thingvalla drew 
out of the rent she had made in the Geiser’s 
side. 
Captain Lamb of the Thingvalla 
was in his berth when the accident oc­ 
curred. H e was one of the first to reach 
the deck. 
H is arm was broken two weeks 
ago, and he was in his berth when the 
Thingvalla crashed into the room . The 
Thingvalla’s crew did all they could to 
rescue the unfortunates, and obeyed orders 
prom ptly. 
The Thingvalla’s upper deck 
was not injured, but her bows were broken 
in from a point ten feet below the deck. 
T he dent was about 27 feet iu length 
and 
ran back above aud 
below 
the

H ad 
it 
not 
been 
for 
that bulkhead 
the 
Thingvalla 
would 
have 
gone 
down like a shot. Captain Lamb, first 
officer Petersen and third officer Jorgensen 
were on the Thiugvalla’s bridge at the 
tim e. 
I afterward learned that Captain 
M oller of the Geiser had gone to bed. and 
left first officer Brown in comm and of the 
vessel. Brown was lost. 
Life-boats were 
prom ptly launched from the Tuingvaila, 
and the work of rescue began. Some of 
the Geiser’s 
passengers and crew 
had 


sea and dense fog were experienced through 
the night, and early on the m orning of the 
I4th the Thingvalla struck the Geiser on 
the starboard side am idships. 
T he boats 
then parted, and w ithin five m inutes the 
Geiser sank. 
The crew of the Thingvalla did all they 
could to save the Geiser’s crew and passen­ 
gers, while still in doubt as to w hether the 
Thirgvalla was not dangerously disabled, 
but owing to the heavy sea only thirty-one 
were saved. No other vessel was near at 
the lim e. 
The W ieland, on her way to this port, 
was 100 miles away. At 11:30 o’clock on 
the m orning of the 14:h the W ieland was 
sighted. Signs of distress were m ade by 
the Thingvalla, and the transter of passen­ 
gers began. The sea was very heavy, but 
no m ishaps occurred in the transfer of the 
passengers.

CAPTAIN ALBERS’ STORY. 
Captain A. Albers, of the W ieland, tells 
the following story: 
“ At 10 o'clock on the m orning of August 
14th we passed some wreckage floating in 
the sea and suspected that an accident had 
happened somewhere near us. 
A little 
later we sailed through a sea of oil, and 
sighted a broken boat of the Geiser. About 
11:30 we sighted a steamer totheuorthw ard, 
about six miles off, and seeing she had a 
fijg of distress up, we ran down to her. 
It 
proved to be the Thingvalla, aud Captain 
Lamb, of that vessel, came to ns in a sm all 
boat and begged us to take off his passen­ 
gers and those he had saved from the Gei­ 
ser. 
H e said his own vessel was so badlv 
injured that he expected her to sink at any 
mom ent. 
H is forward com partm ent had 
been completely carried away from half 
way down from the deck to below the 
water line. W e sent out three of our boats 
and tue Thingvalla lowered hers, and in 
five hours we had transferred the saved 
passengers aud crew of the Geiser, and also 
the 455 passengers of the Thingvalla. The 
sea was very rough, and the work of trans­ 
ferring the passengers was very difficult. 
The im m ense hole in the Thingvalla’s bow 
was then patched up as well as possible, 
and she started for H a if tx .” 


HOW THE COLLISION OCCURRED. 
The collision, so far as known, was 
caused by the fog, and the Chief Officer of 
each vessel was on deck at the tim e ot 
the collision. Third Officer Peters told 
m uch the same story of the occurrence. 
H e said : “ The fog was very dense thrcuah 
the night, and rain had fallen at intervals, 
and the first we knew of tbe vessel’s ap­ 
proach she was upon us. 
She appeared 
on the starboard side. 
Both vessels at­ 
tem pted to steer off, head on. The GeLer 
was struck opposite the engine-room, am id­ 
ships. 
The Geiser, being heavily loaded, 
was very low in the water, so that tbe 
Thingvalla carried away her own com part­ 
ment. The upper p an of her bow ran over 
the deck of the Geiser. The Geiser’s deck­ 
houses were carried away and the state­ 
rooms were sm ashed in and the occupants 
killed. H e heard the bell ringing in the 
Geiser’s engine-room, but could not tell 
what the order was." 
Officer Peters ran on 
deck as soon as he heard the bell ringing 
again, this tim e to back, and tbe steamer 
had just commenced to reverse her engines 
when the Thingvalla struck. 
T he Geiser’s w histle was blowing at the 
time Second Officer Figensen jum ped for 
the Thingvalla, when they struck, and was 
hauled on the Thingvalla by some of the 
latter’s crew. One of tbe Geiser’s passen­ 
gers was picked up w ith a broken leg. 


CAPTAIN MOLLER DISAPPEARS. 
As soon as the W ieland arrived in Lower 
bay Captain Moller of the Geiser left the 
steamer on a revenue cutter. 
H e went 
directly to the office of the agents of the 
company, where he was closeted for a few 
m om ents w ith tbe agents. 
H e only left 
word th at the accident was due to bad 
weather, and left w ithout stating his desti­ 
nation. 
Twenty-four of the passengers and crew 
of the Geiser, under charge of Second 
Officer Jorgensen, arrived at the H otel 
Denm ark. 
They were braw ny fellows, 
curiously attired, and but few ’bad either 
coats or stockings. Second Officer Jorgen­ 
sen gave 


A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE COLLISION. 
H e said : “ I was asleep in my bunk 
when I felt the shock, and I immediately 
went on deck. Taking in the situation at 
a glance, I ordered all hands on deck. 
Then I swung myself off on the bow of 
the Thingvalla and’ scrambled to her deck. 
The doomed craft sank gracefully, stern 
first, w ith her bow in the air. Most every­ 
body was sound asleep, and when she be­ 
gan to fill I still could hear groans and 
heartrending screams coming from below. 
Those who reached the deck made frantic 
efforts to cut down the boats, but thev were 
too excited to be successful. They finally 
grabbed up different pieces of wood ancl 
jum ped over the side of the vessel.’’ 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Annas W ieliea, a civil engineer of M in­ 
neapolis, one of the passengers of the Gei­ 
ser, said : “A bout 4 o'clock on Thursday 
m orning I was awakened by a slight shock, 
and thinking we had struck a wreck I went 
on deck, just as some one shouted. ‘She is 
sinking !' 
I found we had been struck on 
the starboard side, about am idships. There 
were at that tim e four or five men working 
at the boats. I had a cork jacket, and felt 
comparatively safe, so I called to the peo­ 
ple down stairs, and then watched the boat 
sink as she went down, and stuck to her 
and was oarried down some distance. Soon j 


picked tip from chicken-coops, camp-stools 
and anything else that would suit. The 
survivors had to hurry, as the Geiser went 
down stern-first in about five m inutes af e 
the crash. 
LIST OF THOSE LOST. 
The following is the best list of the lost 
which could be obtained to-night.

W ash ing to n, A ugust l«tb —The tariff 
question was most thoroughly discussed at 
the Republican caucus last night, and so 
tar as any differences between the Republi­ 
can Senators are concerned, it was practi­ 
cally settled that there is no- longer any 
doubt that the Senate Comm ittee on F i­ 
nance will report a tariff bill, and that the 
Senate will pass it, if it has to stay here 
until December 1st. 
Indeed, most of the 
Senators believe tbat the present Congress 
will rem ain in session until late in October. 
Senator Spooner says he will oppose the 
report of any tariff bill until one was 
formulated that every Republican Senator 
could support, and so certain was he that

L A B O R A N D IM M IG R A T IO N . 


H ow C h eap F o reig n Labor H a s B e en 
U sed to D isp la ce A m erica n s. 
N ew \ ork, August 16th.—The im m igra­ 
tion and labor investigation was resumed 
to-day. JuliusO ppenheim er, m anufacturer 
of cloaks, said that in former years three- 
fourths of his employes were women. The 
sexes were about equally divided now. 
Wages at present are 10 or 12 per cent, 
lower than ten years ago. 
H e did not 
think im m igration had anything to do 
with it. 
This line of exam ination was suspended 
while Congressman Foid inteirogated the 
witness as to the reason why Marion Pres­ 
ton, who gave testimony before the Com­ 
mission, was discharged. 
The explanation 
was that his partner, W tllinski, got ex­ 
cited after reading tbe evidence given by 
her, and on the im pulse of the m om ent 
discharged her. 
“ W hat was there in the girl’s testimony 
that excited your partner ?” asked Ford. 
" W ell, I don’t know. She mocked Mr. 
W illinski’s way of talking,” said the wit­ 
ness. 
'■ Wa3 her testimony true?” 
"She told the truth, but she made fun of 
the way my partner talks,” said Oppen­ 
heim er. 
The most interesting testimony given to ­ 
day was that of Samuel Gotnpers, Presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of Labor. 
Chairm an Ford asked him his opinion as 
to the present excessive im m igration. 
His 
opinion, sum marized, was as follows: 
H e considers an unhealthy and forced 
immigration a curse to workingm en. 
Vol­ 
untary em igration he could not find fault 
with. Gotnpers said that four years ago, 
when times were bard in Poland and the 
Jews were persecuted, Hebrew charity or­ 
ganizations were formed here and helped 
thousands of Polish Jews to this country. 
They were given em ploym ent in cloak and 
cigar factories, w ith the result that Am eri­ 
cans were crowded to the wall, as the for­ 
eigners worked for very low wages. 
W it­ 
ness said that the charitable men made 
money on their investm ent, and wanted 
the people to believe they were unselfish. 
The present condition of American cigar- 
m akers is deplorable, and all on account of 
im m igration. 
In this city 70 per ceut. of 
the cigarmakers were aliens, who never 
could learn to speak English. 
Twenty 
years ego the condition of affairs was the 
reverse, and American cigarmakers were 
in control, but their wages have been re­ 
duced from 20 to £0 per cent, in the past 
six years. The same state of affairs exists 
among the tailors from the same causes. 
The C ual miners suffer from the enforced 
im m igration of H ungarians. 
W itness denied the phrase “pluck m e” 
as a store where m iners were compelled to 
ouy supplies because tbe proprietors were 
interested in tbe store. M iners’ wages had 
tallen fifty per cent., while coal was as high 
as usual. 
H erriruan Stein, a flannel shirt m anufact­ 
urer, said ¿the testimony given by Mary 
Berg, that witness was in the habit of im ­ 
porting foreigners to work in his factory, 
was basely false. 
“ The only true state­ 
m ent she made,” said witness, “ was that I 
reduced wages h alf a ceut per dozen, and 
I ’ll tell you now that we were going to 
raise the wages again. She was an agitator 
in the shop, and I was glad to get rid of 
her.” 
Mary F. T. Brice, living at 116 M ulberry 
street, said she worked at button-boles, anil 
only earned forty cents a day by using her 
needle from five o’clock in the m orning 
until ten o’clock at night. She shares with 
three families four rooms, for which $15 a 
m onth is paid, there being fifteen persons 
living in the apartm ents.

WAR-WORN TELEGRAPHIKB. 
The crowd on this occasion was com­ 
posed of tbe representatives of tbe “ Old­ 
Tim e Telegraphic Operators ” and 
the 
“ United States Military Telegraph Corps of 
the Civil W ar,” who for two days have met 
together in jo in t session for the furtherance 
of good fellowship. 
The first of these 
organizations represents the entire tele­ 
graph service oí the United States during 
the first, twenty-five years of its existence. 
It includes in its m em bership br>ys who 
handled the first rude instrum ents at the 
time of their invention by Morse. 
W hen 
the arm ies of the Union swept across the 
vast theater of war some wTere in the far 
W est along the Mississippi, some m arching 
on the A tlantic aud others fighting on the 
bloody fields in Virginia. 
It was necessary 
to keep iu secret com m unication with 
the headquarters in W ashington. This 
could only be done by means of the tele­ 
graph. 
Each arm y had its corps of tele­ 
graphers with it, and their duties were par­ 
ticularly arduous. None of the relaxations 
attendant upon the incidents of camp life 
were theirs. 
They worked eat !v and late 
receiving and sending d'spatches, translat­ 
ing ciphers and keeping in constant com­ 
m unication w ith the detached corps and 
with headquarters. 


SOME OF THE L'ISNUERS ENCOUNTERED. 
Sometimes the operator was exposed to 
peculiar dangers. Often during the retreat 
of an arm y he and his fellows would be 
left in the rear exposed to the enemy until 
the last m om ent, in order to take advantage 
of any hope which m ight be sent by way 
of intelligence that reinforcem ents’ were 
at hand. 
Often the 
operator climbed 
the 
telegraph 
poles, 
and 
connect­ 
ing 
his 
instrum ents 
w ith 
a wire, 
would 
hold 
com m unication 
while 
exposed to a galling fire from rebel sharp­ 
shooters. 
H e slept in the swamps and 
laid his life down on the battle-field as 
bravely as the bravest soldier.

peculiar responsibility of the service lay 
with 
THE CIPHER OPERVTORS. 
There were about five of these in W ashing­ 
ton, and each General had one with him . 
The cipher operator received and inter­ 
preted dispatches of the most m om entous 
nature. 
Often he had the password long 
in advance of the tim e when it was to be 
used. Mr. Eros W ater, editor of the Omaha 
Bee, had the password of the corps with 
which he was connected for weeks in ad­ 
vance. when not even the General of the 
arm v knew it.

its natural result, since he cannot bring 
him self to cast the E xecutive vote affirm­ 
atively.

T his would better have 
tallied w ith his veto of last year’s bill, 
w hich did not call for the expenditure of

O f course she will not 
appear for tria l; the public treasury is 
$1,500 better oil, but society is not one 
particle benefited. 
W e quite agree with 
the prosecuting attorney, “ the offense is 
bailable, bu t should not be.” 
T he wretch 
will ply her infamous vocation as before, 
but in some quarter beyond California j 
juiisdictiou. 
T he thing to have done 
would have been to place ber bail a t such 
a figure as inspire some hope of her ap­ 
pearance for trial.

Judge J. W . A rm strong rendered an im ­ 
portant opinion on Monday in the case ot 
Frank Estabrook v3. Edward Christy, which 
will be read with interest by all members 
of th e bar. 
The subjects treated of are 
w hat have been called “ chance verdicts,” 
or “ quotient verdicts,” and the adm issi­ 
bility of the affidavit of a ju ro r to impeach 
his verdict, and have given rise to many dif­ 
ferent decisions by different Judges, some of 
which are comm ented 011 by Judge A rm ­ 
strong. 
H is criticism of parts of the opin­ 
ion iu the case of Turner vs. Tuolum ne 
County W ater Company, 25 Cak, 397, will 
be read w ith interest. 
Following is th e ! 
full text of the opinion : 


tn th e Superior Court of the County of Sacra­ 
m ento, State of C aliiom ia—F rank Estabrook, 
plaintiff, v>. Edw ard Christy, defendant. 
The defendant m oves the Court lor a new 
trial, and in his notice of intention to move ho 
specifies as a ground of his m otion, th a t the 
ju -y was guilty of m isconduct in arriving at the 
am ount of th eir verdict by th e determ ination 
of chance. In support of this ground th e d e­ 
fendant has filed the affidavits ot two of the 
jurors w ho c id not agree to th e verdict, aud the 
affidavit of one of th e jurors w ho did agree to 
if, The plaintiff tiled, in support of the ver­ 
dict, the affidavits of tw o 01 th e jurors who 
d id agree to th e verdict. I t appears from the 
affidavits on file th a t after some discussion as to 
th e am ount of the verdic t, the jurors, who had 
agreed to render a verdict for the plaintiff, 
agreed th a t each should w rite on a piece of pa­ 
per a certain sum and th at the several sum s 
th u s w ritten dow n sti uld be added together 
and divided by eleven, th a t being the num ber 
of jurors in the panel, and th a t th e quotient 
should be th e verdict; and it does not appear 
from aDy o f the affidavits th at any of th e jurors 
reserved their right to dissent from the result ; but 
it does appear from the affidavit o f A. B. Burns 
th a t he was not satisfied w ith the verdict aud 
w ould not have agreed to it h ad he not felt 
bound by the agreem ent w hich hud been en ­ 
tered into, as before stated. The quotient was 
8771, and th a t sum w as returned iu pursuance 
of th e agreem ent as the verdict. It is conceded 
by all th e authorities th a t such a ver ict is 
vicious and should be set aside; but th e authori­ 
ties at the eom niou law are coulHeting as to 
w hether th e affidavits of the jurors are com pe­ 
ten t to im peach the verdict, aud th e num erical 
w eight of th e decisions is th a t a juror shall not 
be heard to im peach his ow n verdict. The 
reason on w hich this line of authorities rests i--( 
if th e ju ro r is guilty o f m is ionduct he has vio­ 
lated his oath and is liable to punishm ent. But 
th e Court no longer has th e pow er to punish a 
ju ro r for such a violation of his oath and the 
reason ou w hich those authorities rests having 
failed, they should no longer be regarded as 
authority, upon the principle th at w h .u tho 
reason of a rule ceases the rule itself should 
ccasc—C. C., 8,510. But there is auother class of 
cases less num erous, w hich hold th a t th e volun­ 
tary testim ony ot th e jurors m ay be received to 
prove m isconduct of the jury; but some of this 
class o f cases lim it the rule to receiving the 
testim ony of such of th e jurors as w ere not in 
fault. 
(Deacon vs. Shreve, 22 N. J. I... 176; W ar­ 
n er vs. Robinson, i. Root, 18 >. S m ith vs. C heat 
ham , 3 Caines, 57; P ratt vs. Coffman, St Mo., 7‘- 
78; Thom pson vs. P ark in s 26 iow a. 1S7; Craw­ 
ford vs. The State, 2 Verger, 6u; W right vs. Illi­ 
nois and M ississippi T elegraph Com pany, 2U 
Iowa. 195.) 
In these cases the affidavits were received, and 
particularly in the last case cited, w here the 
Court review ed all the leading authorities and 
deduced therefrom th e rule founded in reason 
and sound policy to be th is : “ T bat affidavits 
of jurors m ay be received for the purpose of 
avoiding a verdict, to show auy m atter occur­ 
ring during the trial or iu the iury-room which 
does not essentially inhere in the verdict itself, 
as that a juror was im properly approached by a 
party, his agent, or attorney ; th a t w itnesses or 
others conversed as to the mcts or m erits of the 
ease, out of Court and iu the presence o f j u ro rs; 
th at the verdict was determ ined by aggregation 
aud average or by lot. or gam e o f chance or 
other artifice or im proper m an n er; hut that 
such affidavit to avoid the verdict m ay not be 
received to show auy m atter w hich does not 
essentially inhere in the verdict itself, as that 
th e juror did not ascent to th e v e rd ic t; th a t be 
m isunderstood the instructions of the Court, 
the statem ents of the w itue.-es or the plead­ 
ings in the case ; th at he w as unduly lulluonc. d 
by the statem ents or otherw ise of his fel­ 
low jurors, or m istaken iu his ealculatio s 
or judgm ent, or other m ailers resting alone iu 
th e juror’s brease" 
The affidav its ot the jury 
were received in the case aud the Verdict set 
aside. 
And in Deacon vs. Hhreve the Court d e ­ 
cided th a t w hile the testim ony of a ju to r was 
incom petent to prove his ow n m isconduct, yet. 
such m isconduct m ay be show n by the oatii ot 
a fellow ju ro r who is not inculpated iu the m is­ 
conduct. and w ithin the principle of this am hor 
tty, the affidavits of th e two jurors who did not 
agree to the verdict are com petent evidence to 
prove th e m isconduct of the o th er ju-ors 
Con 
stables and Sheriffs are perm itted to give- evi­ 
dence as to m isconduct ol ju ro rs in the ju ry - 
room in arriving at th eir verdict. (Wilson vs. 
Berrym an, C f!. 45 ) A ud if th e testim ony of a 
Constable or Sheriff, having the jury in charge, 
who receives his inform ation by looking or list­ 
ening at the key hole of a w indow of a jury- 
roorn m ay be received to ptove m isconduct of 
llie jurors, w hat reason requires Ihe rejection ot 
the affidavits of those j ureas who did not agree 
or assent to the verdict? They are guilty of 110 
m isconduct: they no m ore violate a duty by 
disclosing the mi conduct of th eir lellow jurors 
th an does th e Sheriff, Constable or other person 
who obtains bis knowledge o f tbe m isconduct 
of the ju ry by eaves-droppin; or peeping or 
listening "at th e key hole or w indow of the 
room —and there Is no m ore reason for exclud­ 
ing the testim ony o f such uou-asscntfng jurors 
in such cases th an there would be in exclud­ 
ing the testim ony of th e Sheriff’, Constable or 
other persons w ho know the facts. There is 
nothing iu the juiy-rocm of such sacred nature 
as to prevent a disclo ure as to w hat was doue 
there ; if there were, the m outh ot the Sheriff, 
th e Constable and every eaves dropper w ould 
be closed, but they may testify. It seem s clear 
th a t the affidavits of the non assenting Ju ro rt 
m ay b e received nnd considered 011a m otion 
for a new trial. 
In this Slate the Code of Civil Procedure. (AT, 
provides th a t a new tria l m ay be granted for 
raiscouduet of th e jury, and th a t When auy ol 
the jurors have been induced to assert to r. vtr- 
diet by a resoit to the determ ination of chance, 
such m isconduct m ay b e proved by the affidavit 
or any o f the jurors. T he aucsliou is, W hat is a 
“determ ination of chance 1’’ 
L'nder a sim itar 
provision of th e old Practice Act the affidavits 
of jurors were received to show m isconduct of 
the jury in arriving at tlieir verdict in th e ca-es 
of D ouner vs. Palm er, 23 Cal. 47, and bevy vs. 
B rannan, 39 Cal. 489, and there Is no difference 
iu principie betw eeu this and those cases, 
b u t 
iu th e case of T urner vs. The T uolum ne County 
W ater Com pany, 25(’ul. 387, tho Com t -aid: "We 
assum e th at th e verdict so tar as the am ount of 
dam ages fa concerned, w as rendered in pursu­ 
ance of an agreem ent betw een the jurors to the 
effect th a t each should p u t dow n on n separate 
piece of pai>er th e am ount w hich he thought the 
plaintiff was justly entitled to recover; that the 
several sum s thus m arked down should be 
added together and th e total am ount divided 
by tw eive. and th at th e quotient, w hatever it 
m ight be. should be th eir verdict, w ithout fur 
th er consultation or discussion.” 
in the course 
of tbe opinion, the Court said : “ Under the facts 
of this cuse, us we have assum ed them to be, 
th e verdict is uudoubtedly vicious, and ought 
to be set aside. The only question tor us to d e­ 
term ine ¡■‘ w hether th e affidavits of the jurors 
can bo received for th e pur; use of establishing

division, it is certain w hat each jnror w ill m ark 
dow n as his estim ate of th e dam ages; hence 
this process of finding a verdict is as exact as 
th e science of m athem atics. 
But th e contrary 
is. the fact. The jurors consent th at th eir ver­ 
dict shall vary from th e abstract rule of justice 
tn th at degree th a t each ju ro r deviates from 
sound judgm ent. 
All the prejudices, whim s 
a n d caprices w hich sw ay a ju ro r iu his deliber­ 
ations are given fuil play, and they reasonably 
affect the final result. 
N othing could w eil b'e 
m ore th e sport o f c-hance th an a conclusion 
reached in this m anner.” 
And in a note the 
author sa y s: “ Q uotieut verdicts sre frequently ' 
spoken ol as chance verdicts.” 
But if the re­ 
suit o f the m ethod adopted by the ju ry in th a t 1 
case w as according to “ th e m ost accurate of 
sciences,” and no quantity w hich entered into 
th e final result w as determ ined bv a result to 
chance, why d 'd tb e Court say : “ U nder the 
facts as we have assum ed them to be, the ver- 
d iet is undoubtedly vicious and ought to be set ! 
aside.” 
It was a m atter resting iu uncertainty, 
111 chance, as to w hether the quotient ol the tin- 
know n sum s, w hen added, w ould be #200 8500, 
S771 or 81,000. 
If th e several sum s w ere know n before the 
agreem ent to be bound by the quotient th e ease 
w ould be different. 
It seem s clear th a t the verdict in this case was 
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a chance verdict u ithin the m eaning o f Section 
le Code o f Civil P ro ced u re; th a t the 


those facls. Though there is some conflict ol 
authority upon th is question, the better oDinion 
seems to be 1 hat by the com m on law Ihe affi­ 
davits of jurors cannot lie received for the pur­ 
pose of im peaching th eir verdict, but m ay be 
adm itted iu support thereof, 
blit this rule of 
the com m on law has been changed in this ¡stale 
to a certain extent by statute.” The Court rc- 
ferred to Sect ¡on 193 of tho old Practice Act, 
w inch w as substantially like (Section f«7 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, and continued : “ Be­ 
ing in derogation of the com m on law this stat­ 
ute m ust be strictly construed, aud cannot tic 
held to Include sueh kinds of m isenndiu t as do 
not come clearly w ithin th e descriptive term s 
of the A ct.” 
But th re ru ie o f construction was 
abolished by th e Code of Civil Procedure. Sec­ 
tion i provides th at “ the rule ol th e common 
law . th a t statutes In derogation the roof are to be 
strictly construed, has no application to this 
Code. T he Code establishes the law of this 
State respecting th e subjects to w hich it relates, 
and its provisions and a 1 proceedings under it 
are to be liberally construed w ith a view to 
effect its objects aud to prom ote justice.” 
It is 
then by this rule lh n ‘, Section 607 of th e Code 
or < ivti Procedure is to be construed; but iu 
tlist case th e Court applying, the com m on law 
rule for th e construction of statutes, sa y s; “ If 
the m ethod adopted by tbe jury for the purpose 
of arriving at 
a verdict m ay be properly 
characterized as • a resort to the determ Inaiiuu 
of ch an ce' the affidavits In question are adm is­ 
sible ; otherw ise not." 
T he Court then pro­ 
ceeds to decide th a t sueh a m ethod as w as re­ 
sorted to In tb at and In this case was not "a 
determ ination by chance,” but to reach that 
conclusion the reasoning is hypertechnical aud 
fallacious. The Court said : 
“ In Wilson vs. 
Berrym an, 5 Cal., 56, Mr. C hief Justice Murray 
said such verdicts are regarded in the sam é 
light by th e Courts as gam bling verdicts and 
w ill b* invariably set aside just as if the jury- 
liad throw n dice or resorted to any species of 
gam bling to determ ine the am ouuL 
The 
ecu ta d d s : 
“ Thus he adm its that such ver­ 
dict is not a chan c verdict, w hile he holds it 
to bs equally vicious.” He adm its no sueh thing; 
he said " s u c h veidicts are regarded in the 
sain” light by the Courts as gam bling verdicts. ’ 
W hat idea does the word gam bling im partió the 
m ind ? Chance. He further said such verdict» 
would be set aside “ just as if the ju ry had 
throw n dice or resorted to any species of gam ­ 
bling to determ ine th e am ount. 
This clearly 
brings such v trd iets w ithin the object of Sec­ 
tion 657 o f the Code o f Civil Procedure, w inch 
authorizes the receiving th e affidavits of the 
jurors to prove m isconduct and justice would be 
prom oted by receiving them . 
The Court adm its in T urner vs. T uolum ne C. 
W. Compauy th a t there is no rea«on for the dis­ 
tinction w hich they m ake, and it appears th at 
the Couit had great difficulty In construing th at 
ease to be beyond the scope of the old Practice 
Act, aud evidently the Court w ould not have 
been able to have accom plished it under the 
rules of construction adopted by the Code. 
Thom pson A M ernam , in th eir work on the 
Law of Juries, Section 415, quote from the de- 
cisi n in that, case as follows : 
'- Independent of authorities, said Sanderson, 
C. J., it is m ani eri th a t there is no elem ent o i 
chance in such a verdict. Each juror m urks a 
sum w hich, in his judgm ent, represent 1 the 
. true- am ouui of dam ages. N eilherof these sum s 
‘ is the result oí chance; ou th e contrary, each is 
' 1 he result of the judgm ent or wil of the juror by 
whom it was m arked. N either is th e aggregate 
of there sum s, uor the 
quotient 
renil.i g 
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affidavits ot the jurors should be received to 
prove th e m isconduct of the ju r y ; and that the 
verdict in th e case should be set aside and a 
new trial granted. 
But there is another ground upon w hich a 
uew trial should b eg rau ted : the. plaintiff' m ust 
show affirm atively a w ant o f probable cause lor 
th e m alicious prosecution. The defendant tes­ 
tified at the trial th at the plaintiff' knocked him 
dow n w ith his p isto l; but th e plaintiff adm its 
th a t he knocked th e old m an —th e d e fe n d a n t- 
down, but says he did it w ith his fist and not 
h is pistol. The pistol was found after th e diffi­ 
culty at the place w here the defendant fell anil 
w as picked up. 
T ins is a circum stance w hich corroborates 
the defendant. The plaintiff' does not in his 
testim ony pretend th at he knocked the defend­ 
an t down iu self-defense ; but ho adm itted th at 
h e did wrong. The evidence shows that the 
plaintiff was guilty of a gross assault and b at­ 
tery in knocking the defendant down. It would 
be a strange rule of law w hich w ould perm it 
one person to recover dam ages for a prosecution 
by another for an assault w ith a deadly weapon 
because the prosecutor reduced the charge to 
th e low er offense of assault and battery and 
dism issed as to the greater offense. 
It appears to m e from the evidence in this 
case th a t the plaintiff, instead o f bringing p. 
suit for dam ages, should have been satisfied 
th a t he escaped a fine or im prisonm ent for the 
crim e ot w hich th e evidence show s him guiltv 
—an assault and battery—the evidence does not 
only fail to show w ant of probable cause, but it 
show s th at there was probable cause for the 
prosecution, an d for this reason a new trial 
should be granted. Let an order be entered 
g ranting a new trial.

and protection from w ithout—from all for­ 
eign countries—w hrre its people have no 
voice in m aking the laws. 
For instance, 
the people of the United Slates w ant free 
trace between all the S'ates and Territories 
of the Union, because they m ake tbe laws 
th at rule them, je t they want protection 
from England and all other eoitmries be­ 
cause the people of tbe U nited Slates have 
no voice in m aking the laws of England, 
or any other country outside their own.” 
A nd this is better s till: 
” F ourth—'1 h -re is no free trad.? existing 
between the people of one country and 
another in all the world. 
Only between 
the inhabitants of a country does it exist. 
As the world is constituted there would be 
no justice or equity in tree trade between 
the people of one country and another. 
The 
laws, 
obligations, conditions and 
opportunities ot one country may be en­ 
tirely ditierent from the other, and are 
generally so. 
For instance, it would be a 
glaring injustice for our country to let the 
productions of China and Japan, where the 
wage is from 5 to 7 cents per day ; of Rus­ 
sia, Germany and Italy, where it is from 20 
to 45 cents per day, and Francs and Eng­ 
land, where the wage is from 45 to 70 
cents per day, to enter our m arkets here 
free from duty.

T here was quite a lengthy calendar in 
the Police Court yesterday m orning, but 
the cases were not of a serious character.

These wineries can’t bull­ 
ía this section. This is the earliest, by two 
weeks, that these fowls have arrived here 
in their m igration tow ard the south for 
twelve years past, according to the re­ 
porter's data. 
It is possible that some 
straggling bands have arrived earlier, as 
not a few of the wildfowl breed about the 
lakes and m arshes in Southern Oregon, 
and they are apt to arrive a little in ad­ 
vance of their Arctic brethren. 
However, 
as none of them take the trouble to regis­ 
ter on their arrival, it Í3 impossible to say 
w hether they hail from the N orth Pole or 
the Oregon lakes. 
The first locality visited by wild geese in 
this vicinity is Fisherm an’s Lake, some 
eight miles north of the city. A few flocks 
show up there each season m uch earlier 
than elsewhere, and it is believed that they 
are piloted directly th ith er by old geese 
who had wintered there the preceding 
season. 
The last of the wild geese to leave this 
section last spring took their departure as 
late as the 1st of May. It will thus be seen 
that these fowls tarry with us nearly, if 
not quite, nine m ontns of the year. A 
greater com plim ent to “ the glorious cli­ 
m ate ” of the Sacram ento valley could not 
he paid, as these fellows are experienced 
travelers and good judges of clim ate. Fol­ 
lowing are the dates of arrival of the wild 
geese for the past twelve vcars ; 1887, Sep­ 
tem ber 14th; 1886, September 12th; 1885, 
Septem ber 13ib; 1884, September 2d; 1883, 
Septem ber 12tb; 1882, Septem ber 12th; 1881, 
September 3d; 18S0, September 17tb; 1879, 
A ugust 30th; 1878, Septem ber 6th; 1877, 
A ugust 31st; 1876, A ugust 14th.

Washington, August 16th.—A vote was 
taken in the Senate on the resolution of 
Senator Morgan to pospone further con­ 
sideration of the fisheries treaty till the 
Wednesday after the first Monday in De­ 
cember next. The vote, which wa3 strictly 
a party one, was, yeas 24, noes 27, and the 
resolution was disagreed to. 
The Senate then went into legislative 
session. 
Senator Edmunds’ resolution, regarding 
the reimbursement of white depositors in 
the Freedman’s Bank, was again taken up. 
Senator Beck said that white people had 
no right to deposit in the bank, but as it is 
they are being reimbursed as near as possi­ 
ble without the bill recently passed, but he 
thought the wreckers of the bank should 
not have the benefits of this bill. 
Senator Regan then took the floor and ad­ 
dressed the Senate on the President’s mes­ 
sage, after some slight opposition from Sen­ 
ator Aiiison, who thought the army appro­ 
priation bill ought to be considered before 
the discussion of this miscellaneous busi­ 
ness. 
The speech of Senator Reagan was an ar­ 
gument in favor of legislation to reduce 
the accumulating surplus in the Treasury, 
and commending the wisdom of the Presi­ 
dent’s message. 
Senator Plumb introduced a resolution 
requesting the Postmaster-General to trans­ 
mit to the Senate the claims of Post mas­ 
ters in States and Territories for services 
performed for the Government between 
July 1, 1864 and July 1, 1884. 
After the discussion of the conference re­ 
port on the army appropriation bill it was 
adopted. 
The Senate then went into open execu­ 
tive session for the consideration of the 
fisheries treaty. 
Senators Gibson and Morton spoke iu 
favor of its ratification, and a motion made 
by Senator Frye to take a vote on the treaty 
on Monday was disagreed to. 
The Senate, after the consideration of un­ 
important business, adjourned.
